The lGlh 
section of the act incorporating it provides 
that wherever there is :i bank or branch 
of the United States Bank, the public mo¬ 
neys should be depo-itod thetein, unless 
olhei wise ordeied hy the Secretary of Hie 
Treasury, and that, in that cn«e, lie should 
report to Congress, If in session, immedi¬ 
ately; and if not, at the commencement 
of tjie next session- The Secretary, act¬ 
ing under the provision of this section 
has ordered the deposits to he withheld 
from the bank, and has reported his rea 

sons , in oonformil® *o Iho prnvt«mni n 

the section. The Senate is now called 
upon to consider his reasons, in order to 
determine whether the Secretary is justi 
fied or not. I have exnmined them with 
care and deliberation without the slight¬ 
est bias, as far as l am consrious, per¬ 
sonal or political. I have but a slight 
acquaintance with the Secretary, and 
that little is not unfavorable to him.— I 
stand wholly disconnected with the two 
great parlies now contending for ascen¬ 
dancy. My political connections are 
with that small and denounced party 
which has voluntarily wholly retired fiom 
the party strifes of the day, with 
a view of saving, if possible, the liberty 
mid the Constitution of the country, in 
his great cri'is of oui affnirs.
